It is unfortunate that the first appro- 
priations bill to be passed by the House 
of Representatives since 1956 should wind 
up in a battle royal and a spate of name 
calling between the executive and legis- 
lative departments and just about every- 
body else concerned. 

In view of the power struggle which 
has developed, passage of the bill in its 
present form by the State Senate will 
head it almost certainly to an executive 
veto. In that event, we would have to 
continue to operate under the 1956 ap- 
propriations measure. So let the Senate 
act cooly. 

Placing the blame is a difficult task 
indeed. Recriminations and name calling 
will not produce an appropriations bill 
nor a $250 pay raise for teachers. We sug- 
gest that everybody simmer down and 
try to get on with the state’s business. 

The whole matter sounds like a com- 
edy of errors to Georgia citizens.

In trying to find money for the teach- 
er raise, the legislative appropriations 
groups slashed a few departments below 
the original executive recommendations. 
What they say ‘they found in some 
departments were appropriations not 
needed—some not even requested—and 
surpluses unexpended. What legislators 
say some department heads agreed to are 
now denied by the latter, who say their 
services will be crippled.

Atlanta Declares Intent; 
What About Partners? 


Atlanta has taken a necessary step 
forward in urban renewal by formally 
deciding that it will finance (by bonds) 
a long-range program. 

The-step was taken after a request 
from the government for a declaration of 
such intent. 


Now the course for Atlanta in the 
immediate future is‘the drawing up of a 
comprehensive, long-range plan and the 
proving by referendum that Atlanta’s 
taxpayers are in, agreement with their 
officials. 

Meanwhile, what of others who will 
benefit by Atlanta’s renewal? Are they 
going to participate? A recent Fulton 
grand jury recommended that the ,coun- 
ty, which has very much to gain from 
renewal in Atlanta, should provide some 
financial assistance. We would like to see 
the county take steps to be a partner in 
the city’s efforts. The state has a big stake 
in urban renewal, not just in Atlanta but 
in other cities and towns..It should be en- 
couraged to lend a hand in renewal, too.

States’ Road Speed-Up 
Will Help the Economy 


The State Highway Department’s de- 
cision to speed up its federal-aid road 
program is a welcome one. It comes in 
response to President Kennedy’s plea for 
such anti-recession measures. 

The department’s chairman, Jim Gil- 
lis, says the state is in a position to let 
50 million dollars’ worth of such projects 
between now and June. Even more could 
be done if more money were available, 
he said, which makes you wonder why 
there was a two-and-a-half-week lag 
between the President’s plea and the 
state’s answer. 

Considering -the need for jobs now, 
the need for getting money in circulation 
and, of course, the need for the roads, 
themselves, this speed-up will prove a 
boon to the economy in general as well 
as to the highway-using public. 

The more of this money that can be 
put to use this month and next, the bet-

the committees behind closed doors are 
now being made public second-hand, add- 
ing greatly to the confusion. Conflicting 
claims and arguments compound it, leav- 
ing the public largely in the dark.

The appropriations wrangle unfortu- 
nately has become tied in with extreme 
threats to the governor’s power in H. B. 
297. This bill, which goes much too far, 
could prevent successful overhauling of 
budget-making machinery at this session, 
just as the appropriations bill itself may 
result in no appropriations bill. 

Unless the legislature and the gover- 
nor can reach agreement on this point of 
setting up an executive budget bureau 
and an advisory legislative council to 
it, it will and should become a major 
issue in our next political campaign. We 
urge action now.

The bill offered by the Fulton County 
delegation to permit the Atlanta Board of 
Aldermen and the Fulton County Com- 
mission to designate department heads as 
“emeritus” officers after 25 years of serv- 
ice is a good one.

ished, had acquired in its lifetime many of the Sea 

faults of formalized bureaucracy. One of these is to procreate in- 
creasing numbers of workers and cast up mountains of unread “‘po- 
sition papers.” But once President Eisenhower put its direction 
under the White House instead of the State department, the OCB 
at last was properly organized for a function indispensible to orderly 


government. 

This function is to. assure that 
presidential policy decisions are 
executed promptly and without 
deviation by all units of the exe- 
cutive department. Until Presi- 


operational authority remained 
outside the White House, where 
its very assignment required it 
to be lodged. And the reason this 
action was not taken until the 
last year of the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration was the opposition of 
the late Secretary Dulles. 

The basis of his opposition was 
two-fold. (1) The OCB had been 
set up under the chairmanship of 
the undersecretary of state, and 
Herbert Hoover, Jr., the incum- 
bent of this office when the trans- 
fer was projected, construed the 
proposed change as an attack on 
him and the department. (2) Dul- 
les supported his subordinate in 
this interpretation. But a deeper 
cause was his fear that a White 
House director of the OCB would 
dilute the essential super-intimate 
relation of the President and the 
secretary of state in matters of 
foreign policy. 

The author of the transfer idea, 
William H.:. Jackson, at the time 
was President Eisenhower's 


special assistant in national se- 
curity affairs. He retired from 
government, and the OCB, its 
fundamental defect preserved, 
continued to fail to attain the ef- 
ficiency of performance that was 
Jackson’s sole objective. But 
when Secretary Dulles died Presi- 
dent Eisenhower could review the 
proposed reform without the in- 
trusion of the personal factor. And 
the Jackson idea was approved, 
with excellent results beginning 
under Gordon Gray. 

But, as is the way with formal- 
ized government groups, and 
many less formal, the OCB had 
grown meanwhile into a large 
bureaucratic unit: its members, 
their assistants on the board, 
their aides in the various govern- 
ment departments represented by 
the members, a large staff, and 
so on. This was its general form 
when President Kennedy was 
inaugurated because of the brief 
period of Gray’s chairmanship. 
Accordingly, the study of OCB 
made by the Senate subcommit- 
tee headed by Sen. Henry: M. 
Jackson of Washington was un- 
favorable, and on this foundation 
President Kennedy’s advisers had 
a good case for its abolition, 
especially welcome to their chief 
because of his preference for per- 
sonalized leadership.

It has, in fact, 
gulled the U.S. Supreme Court, as 
for instance when it declared, 
five to four, in 1958, that Rockwell 
Kent was being denied a passport 
as “punishment” for his ‘“‘politi- 
cal beliefs and associations.” 

Boudin, as counsel, was archi- 
tect of that legal victory for sub- 
version. Kent has belonged to at 
least 85 front organizations (page 
107, ‘“‘Communist Peace Offens- 
ive,” House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee, April 1, 1951), 
has contributed money to the 
Communist Party and otherwise 
aided the cause. 


Being a Communist or crvpto-. 


Communist is not a matter of 
mere “political belief and asso- 
ciation.”’ If belief includes force- 
fully overthrowing the govern- 
ment and ruling the rest of us by 
violence and if those associations 
include uniting with others of like 
mentality to achieve such a goal, 
they cease to be mere ‘“‘political 
beliefs and associations’’ and be- 
come conspiracy. 


Lippman commits serious error 
when he equates exposure by Con- 
gress with punishment by Con- 
gress. It is not Congress which 
punishes; it is an enraged public 
opinion. Congress merely Jathers 
the information it needs to legis- 
late. And it educates the public as 
to what is going on. Who will con- 
tend that public education is not a 
vital part of the legislative proc- 
ess and therefore not a proper 
part of Congressional functions? 

The U.S. Constitution, Mr. Lipp- 
man declares, “‘says men shall 
not be punished for their belid¢fs 
or speech or associations.” True, 
thank God. But Mr. Justice Jack- 
son in 1950 (American Communi- 
cations Assn. vs. Douds), in up- 
holding non-Communist affidavits 
required of union executives, also 
pointed out that ‘‘our Constitution 
is not a covenant of nonresistance 
toward organized efforts at dis- 
ruption and betrayal.” 

Before Mr. Lippman undertakes 
to advise the American people on 
this touchy subject, let him read 
the Supreme Court decision in the 
Barenblatt case and “‘What We

‘State Isn’t Trying 
To Obey the Law’ 


Atlanta — Dealing with the 
school crisis in an editorial on 
Jan. 28, Eugene Patterson con- 
cluded: ‘‘What Georgia, unique 
in the Deep South, is now doing 
is right.”” The facts do not sup- 
port this assertion. Georgia does 
not merit unqualified sanction. 
First, events in Virginia, Arkan- 
sas and Louisiana have demon- 
strated the futility of open de- 
fiance of federal authority. Geor- 
gia is not acting under the im- 
pulse of the right but under the 
command of necessity. 


Second, there was a measure of 
integration of higher education in 
Virginia, Arkansas and Louisiana 
without incident. Trouble in these 
states erupted over the common 
schools. But disorder and Jawless- 
ness gripped Georgia at the col- 
lege and university level. Thus, 
from this perspective, Georgia 
did worse than the above-men- 
tioned states. 

Third, the purpose of current 
school legislation is to minimize 
desegregation and, to that extent, 
to circumvent and defy through 
clever legal manipulation the sub- 
stance of the Supreme Court’s 
decision voiding segregation in 
public education. Georgia is not 
really trying to comply with the 
spirit and letter of federal law. 
Open defiance is not the only form 
of circumvention and resistance. 

Georgia will follow the right 
course of action only when race 
becomes completely irrelevant te 
the educative process.

Defeat of a Bill Otters Lesson 


In the Anatomy of Legislation 


Poor Rep. Tom Murphy was stunned the other day at the speed with which 


SS ae the Georgia House did in Rep. Muggsy Smith’s bill to abolish the electrocution 


of youngsters under 18. Rep. Murphy's own bill, which even then cooled on mem- 


bers’ desks, would go all the way and abolish capital punishment for anybody. “I didn’t dream they 
would defeat that bill.’ the sandyhaired Bremen lawyer, new to state politics, said, after he 
heard the 24-to-98 verdict. ‘I think I might as well. withdraw my bill.” 


As saddening as it is to see 
the early defeat of an idealistic 
newcomer it’s not a bad lesson 
in the anatomy of legislation. 


> Rep. Murphy and all of us who 


watch from the’ sidelines, si- 
lently and hopefully pulling for 
this bill or that, might as well 
learn that except for the occa- 
sional off-day fluke, it’s impos- 
sible to pass a bill which de- 
sharply from tradition 


without a long, elaborate, 
sometimes costly build-up. 


After the failure of Rep. 
Smith’s bill I, too, looked at the 
score and wondered how 98 
people in that room could be 
convinced that the death penal- 
ty is right. I have seldom seen 
a lawyer or a jailer who is in 
favor of it. The argument that 
fear of punishment by electro-

derers and rapists from their 
crimes has been blown into a 
cocked hat many times over. 
The idea of Old Testament, 
eye-for-an-eye, tooth-for-a-tooth 
justice has been replaced by 
the Christian concept of mercy 
and rehabilitation. It’s incon- 
ceivable that civilized society 
would give up on a child, even 
a killer, without some effort at 
learning what made him a kill- 
er: some try at salvaging him 
for a useful, productive life. 


But these things, backed 
by statistics and blood-chilling 
accounts of teen-age electrocu- 
tions, don’t persuade a single 
lawmaker, I'm afraid. If Geor- 
gia ever abolishes the death 
penalty it will be by the dur- 
able, time-honored but madden- 
ingly circuitous route of study 
commission, public hearings 
and aroused public sentiment. 

This session has seen the 
usual number of study groups 
initiated and it may be that one 
of these could look into the 
question of capital punishment. 
Rep. James Mackay of DeKalb, 
one of the two dozen who voted 
to save youngsters from the 
electric chair, thinks the ques- 
tion might come under the eye 
of a commission appointed to 
study the criminal code with 
the idea of weeding out the out- 
moded laws and procedures. It 
may be there will be other 
study groups which could more 
appropriately take up the 
matter. 

The fact that Georgia has 
more electrocutions than any 
other state in the union with a 
high rate of capital crimes 
would indicate that something 
should be done. Obviously the 
presence of that clumsy old 
chair at Tattanall State Prison 
with its tangle of electric wires 
isn’t the deterrent we need.

Daniel Grad sat at a table 
in the hotel coffee’ shop, look- 
ing over a menu.

‘On Plush Officer Club

WASHINGTON—aActing on the cabled tip of an 
one? woman, President Kennedy intervened last week 
o prevent a further outflow of dollars involved in a 
$200, 000 planned renovation of a U.S. military officers

The White House disclosed this 
Tuesday and reiterated the Presi- 
dent’s appeal to interested citizens 
at home and abroad to inform him 
by letter or telegram of any waste 
or extravagance in the expendi- 
ture of government funds. 


Pierre Salinger, White House 
Press s the an- 
nouncement that the unidentified 
woman had cabled the President 
from Europe about the planned 
renovation of the officer’s club. 
The President telephoned Robert 
S. McNamara, secretary of de- 
fense, and within two hours the 
plans for expanding the club were 
“killed,” according to Salinger. 


Salinger would not identify the 
club involved, but Defense De- 
partment sources said it was the 
club at Headquarters, U.S. Army, 


European Command, at Camp Des 
Loges just outside Paris. 


Salinger said the expansion in- 
volved use of U.S. funds. Defense 
department sources said the funds 
were “nonappropriated,”” meaning 
that these were profits accumuvu- 
lated by the officers’ club over a 
period of years. Defense depart- 
ment approval of the expansion 
plans was required, however, and 
had been given late in January 
“at a low level” after the Ken- 
nedy administration took over. Mc- 
Namara rescinded the approval. 


While Salinger pictured the ac- 
tion as one saving the government 
money, Defense Nh ea Ne 
sources said the primary result had 
been to prevent a further problem 
of an imbalance of international 
payments resulting in a drainage 
of gold from this country.

|| De Gaulle Urges 
f| All Latins to U nite

PARIS—President De Gaulle Tuesday night invited 
Central and South American to form a “united and ren- 
ovated Latin world” with France and other Latin coun- 
tries that seemed to leave little room for that area’s 
traditional ties with the United States. 


In a speech to the ambassadors 
of 20 Central and South American 
countries, the French president 
stressed France’s past cultural 
ties with their area, current pros- 
pects for mutually profitable eco- 
nomic relationships, and the ab- 
sence of any French political am- 
bitions in Latin America. 


ASKS UNITED LATINS 


“Why not hope that one day 
there should be established on 
both sides of the Atlantic a united 
and renovated Latin world,” De 
Gaulle said. “And who knows if 
it is not there that lies, in the 
last analysis the future of reason, . 
that is, of the peace of the world.” 


De Galle’s speech was more no- 
table for what it failed to say than 
for its affirmative statements. In 
the opinion of observers here it 
was as though President Kennedy, 
in Washington, had made a speech 
to the ambassadors of the newly 
independent African countries of 
traditionally French orientation 
without once making a reference 
to their well-established ties to 
Paris. 


De Gaulle said the Latins’ need 
for increased industrial capacity 
coincided with increased capacity 
of France to supply machine tools 
and equipment. 


HAILS COMMON CULTURE 


“And then, finally, the affinities 
which a common culture gives us 
permits us to understand and 
collaborate with one another easily 
on economic matters,” De Gaulle 
said. 


But beyond the practical rea- 
sons for French-Latin American 
cooperation, the French president 
said, there were pressing political 
reasons for a tightening of ties. 


“In fact, between Latin Ameri- 
ca and France there exists no sort 
of suspicion, not the slightest ul- 
terior motive as to intentions or 
ambitions,” De Gaulle saidd.

By JOSEPH G. MOLNER; M.D. 
Dear Dr. Molner: I hear now 


and then of new and improved 
“wonder” drugs. While these 
drugs are making the grade, 
some writers are giving warn- 
ings on the promiscuous use of 
these substances. 


I’m wondering whether the 
medical societies are genuinely 
concerned with this problem or 
is it left to the discretion of the 
individual practitioner?—J. K. 


Yes, the medical societies are 
vitally concerned. In past dec- 
ades and centuries we have had 
truly marvelous discoveries, such 
as aspirin, ether, digitalis, mor- 
phine.

And penicillin, a vast 
improvement, has dangers, too.

Dr. Purcell, superintendent of 
schools, suggested the plan adopt- 
ed by the Appropriations Com- 
mittee to give teachers a $250-a- 
year salary increase and bus 
drivers $100 a year increase.

Two resolutions creating 25-man committees to in- 
vestigate waste and overlapping in the state government 
and its educational system this year were  unaimously 
approved by the Senate Rules Committee Tuesday. 


CofC Finds 
Taxes May 
Fall Short 


A study of projected state reve- | ! 


nues raises the possibility that 
existing taxes will not pay for 
programs already planned in the 
next three years, the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce said Tues- 
day. 

The Chamber made no rec- 
ommendation on the question of 
new taxes, however. 


But it said that deficit spend- 
ing in the coming three-year pe- 
riod would amount to some $33 
million and expressed doubt that 
surplus funds now on hand were 
adequate to meet the deficit. 


COULD INCREASE 
Furthermore, the report warn- 


The report was prepared for 
the Tax Research Council of the 
State Chamber by William G. Her- 
zel, director of revenue for the 
Kentucky Department of Reve- 
nue. 


The Tax Research Council was 
established by the Chamber last 
August to study state finances 
with a specific eye to the need 
for any proposed ‘new taxes. 
SINGLE WINDFALL 

The report said that the imple- 
mentation of state income tax 
withholding last year created a 
“windfall” of some $18 million 
which will not be repeated in 
future years. 

When the windfall is subtracted, 
it shows state revenue will be up 
only $6 million over last year, 
the report continued. That repre- 
sents a sharp drop from the in- 
creases registered in previous 
years. 

The report foresees annual 
increases of about $20 million for 
the three subsequent fiscal years, 
however, so that revenues in 1964- 
65*would be about $450 million. 


But projected costs of existing 
state programs indicate deficit 
spending of some $33 million, it 
added, 


In a detailed study of each 
type of state tax levied by Geor- 
gia, the report predicted contin- 
ued increases for each.

The resolutions, which call for 
reports to be made to the 1962 
Legislature, were authored by 
Sen. Spence M. Grayson of Sa- 
vannah, who said they resulted 
from his service on the joint ap- 
propriations committee which re- 
viewed the $406 million appropri- 
ations bill. 


Grayson said a number of ap- 
propriations committee members 
‘came to the conclusion we 
needed a study to examine 
waste and extravagance” in 
state departments. He said the 
size of the government is ‘‘grow- 
ing unwieldy.” 


The resolutions were com- 
mended by Senators Harry C. 
Jackson of Columbus, Mark W. 
Fitzpatrick of Jeffersonville and 
Sam J. Gardner Jr. of Moultrie. 


“Everybody on the appropria- 
tions committee will support 
those resolutions,” Gardner told 
the committee. 


AUTHORIZE HELP 


The Rules Committee approved 
the resolutions with an amend- 
ment which would allow the 
study committees, if necessary 
to call in expert help. 


Grayson said his resolutions 
were “non-political” because the 
members of the committees—10 
from the Senate and 15 from the 


House—would be elected before | —— 


March 6 by members of the two 
houses. This would avoid criti- 
cism that the committees are 
“*hand-picked,”’ he said. 


The committee studying state 
departments would “investigate 
the possibility of reorganizing’ 
the departments and ‘“‘carry out 
a full-scale investigation of all of 
the departments of the state gov- 
ernment in order to effectuate a 
savings in government,” the res- 
olution states. 


SCHOOL STUDY 


It would be seeking to “‘elimi- 
nate overlapping in the particular 
functions of government and for- 
mulate a plan whereby the peo- 
ple would receive the maximum 
service at a minimum of cost. 


The educational study commis- 
sion would “investigate every 
phase of the educational system’”’ 
with the aim of _ eliminating 
“waste and overlapping” of serv- 
ices. 


The commission would seek to 
eliminate ‘‘extravagance”’ so that 
the full benefit of funds appro- 
priated for educational purposes 
“shall inure to the educational 
advantage of the children of this 
state.” 


It also would attempt to com- 
pensate teachers on their ability 
“to impart knowledge” and on 
longevity of service. 


Both committees would be em- 
powered to conduct hearings, 
subpoena witnesses, papers and 
records or any evidence of value

Anti-Strike Bill 


Launched in House

An anti-strike bill aimed at state docks employes 
but which conceivably might be a means of blocking a 
school teacher strike; was launched in the Georgia 
House Tuesday by floorleader Frank Twitty and speak-

Rep. Twitty said the measure 


was intended to prevent a recur- 
rence of the recent wildcat strike 
by Savannah docks employes and 
he added, “I.honestly don’t know 
if it would apply to school teach- 
ers. That was not my intention 
but I should think it would apply 
to any state or public employe.” 


SPECIFICATIONS TOLD 


The bill itself identifies public 
employes. as persons “holding a 
position by appointment or em- 
ployment in the government of the 
State of Georgia or in the govern- 
ment of the several counties and 
municipalities thereof, or in any 
other political or civil division, 
agency, authority, board, commis-

Hamilton outlined the fiscal po- 
sition and said the state will re- 
gain all but $7 million of the $50 
million surplus with which it 
began the year unless there is a 
severe downturn in business. 


Undercofler told the House the 
slash of about $800,000 from the 
amount Vandiver proposed for the 
Welfare department will not cause 
any severe troubles. 


WELFARE LEFT CUSHION 


Wilkes added that the amount 
being allocated for welfare pay- 
ments totals $19 million and that 
the Welfare department projected 
its heaviest month last year to 
find that only $18.5 million would 
be needed. 


Even assuming that a recession 
will increase welfare payments, 
Wilkes said, the committee left 
the department with “fa $500,000 
cushion.” 


As the legislators went down the 
list of appropriations by depart- 
ments, Wilkes pointed frequently 
to instances where the committee 
had cut Vandiver’s proposals but 
still left departments with more 
money than they received last 
year. 


AMENDMENT OFFERED 


Rep. Pierre Howard of DeKalb 
sought passage of the amendment 
to provide that local school sys- 
tems would have to pay teachers 
supplements before they could 
participate in the $250 raises the 
committee wrote. 


“You are very probably going 
to vote this amendment down, but 
I want you to go back and think 
about it because this is something 
which we are going to have to 
come to eventually,”’ Howard said. 


Admitting “I am preaching to 
you like a preacher would preach 
to dying sinners,” Howard said 
the state cannot continue to op- 
erate on a basis of giving most 
of the funds to education at the 
expense of all other state serv- 
ices.

$375 MILLION LOSS BY 1966? 


Ivan Allen Urges 
A Convention Hall

Atlanta stands to lose $375 million in the next five 
years unless a new auditorium-convention hall is built 
here, Ivan Allen Jr. said Tuesday night.

“One reason for juvenile de- 
linquency is that parents are not 
with their children enough 
when the youngsters are out of 
school. If you provide young- 
sters with a wholesome pro- 
gram, you can keep them inter- 
ested. Keep them busy and they 
aren't likely to go out looking 
for trouble. 


‘But if we abolish the com- 
pulsory school attendance law it 
will increase.

“How can an overweight get 
the family to help her stay on a 
slimming course?” a home- 
maker inquires wistfully. 


Call a family council meeting, 
let them all know you need their 
support. Be completely honest 
with them about your desire to 
lick your weight to a_ stand- 
still. By failing to take you seri- 
ously, your husband and chil- 
dren, without meaning to, can 
undermine your efforts to re- 
duce. ‘‘Mom’s on a diet again,” 
they say with good-natured 
laughter. Well, that kind of help 
you can do without! 


Excess fat is a serious health 
threat. If the doctor has advised 
you to take off a definite number 
of pounds and keep them off, 
inform the family. Knowing the 
facts, your husband will not 
make the mistake of saying, 
‘Don’t bother to diet, we all 
love you just the way you are.” 
Reassuring as such a remark 
may be, it makes dieting to re- 
duce seem less necessary.

A. A needle board, or velvet 
board, as it is also called, is a 
thick piece of canvas through 
which short blunt needles pro- 
ject upright. It is about the 
same length as a sleeve board 
but is even in width rather than 
shaped. When using it, place 
the pile fabric face down on the 
needles and gently press on the 
wrong side with a warm iron. 


Q. I have trouble sewing 
with heavy cotton and linen 


thread. I’m sure tension is 
causing the trouble. What 
should I do?—Miss T. R. 


A. When sewing with this 
heavy thread, I suggest increas- 
ing the upper tension, especial- 
ly on thick sleeves. The bobbin 
tension remains the same.

Another Gator Candidate 


As they dribble down the home stretch in the 
sizzling Southeastern Conference basketball race, Flor- 


ida is on the verge of hitting the daily double in Coach 
of the Year polls. 


Ray Graves was a unanimous choice for the football accolade 
after steering the Gators to an 82 regular-season and a Gator 
pi a as Bt l a Perhaps even more startling than 
Florida’s football success is the basket- 
ball revival being conducted by Nor- 
man Sloan. 


The Gators had experienced win- 
ning football campaigns under Bob 
Woodruff, but they were unaccustomed 
to basketball victories. In fact, Florida 
had resided in the SEC second division 
for seven straight years before new 
' Athletic Director Graves lured Sloan 
* away from The Citadel. Sloan is mak- 
- ing Athletic Director Graves look like 
an astute authority on round ball 
coaches. 


When Graves started searching 
for a new coach, Sloan naturally 
entered the picture. When you link | 
his past performance chart with 
his astonishing record at Florida, 
Sloan emerges as a basketball re- 
habilitater on par with that great- 
est of all football rehabilitators, Mr. Paul Bryant. 


The one-time N.C. State star produced three championship 
teams in four terms at Presbyterian. After a year as assistant 
coach at Memphis State, Sloan accepted the prodigious chore of 
lofting Citadel into basketball prominence. Citadel was so ac- 
cugtomed to losing that Sloan won the Mikan Award for the na- 
tion’s most improved team when his Bulldogs read 11-14 in 1956. 
He later won the Sugar Bowl tourney and enjoyed three winning 
seasons before departing for Gainesville. 


—Florida Fractured Crystal Balls 


Florida bounced to six victories in 22 outings last season and 
posted only two games on the right side of the SEC ledger. 


When SEC swamis peered into crystal balls before the tipoff 
last December, they forecast another losing season. Anyone rating 
Florida over Kentucky, defending champion Auburn, Vandy and 
the rest of the flock would have been exiled from the prognosticat- 
ing fraternity. 


With four games remaining on the docket, however, the Gators 
are winging in front of 10 teams. Only Mississippi State is in front 
of Florida and by the margin of one game. 


Sloan had established himself as a top drawer coach, but 
only a miracle man could propel the Gators into contention in 
his very first season. Only three seniors were returning from 
the outfit which finished in a deadlock with LSU in the base- 
ment. 


Mr. Jimmy Gay, the Florida publicist, warned us at the Gator 
Bowl tournament in Jacksonville to keep an eye on Mr. Sloan. Mr. 
Gay informed that Sloan was no ordinary cage instructor. 


At the time Mr. Gay made this statement, the Gators had im- 
pressed no one in general and Sloan in particular that they would 
be a title contender. They stumbled out of the gate by losing to 
Wake Forest, Rice and Southern Methodist. They flashed hope for 
the future by upsetting Texas Tech and Florida State on the Semi- 
nole court. 


—Sloan Deserves Coach of Year Award 


Florida then tuned up for the Gator festival by soaking up lop- 
sided lickings from Miami and Duke. The Gators created a mini- 
mum of excitement in the tourney, whipping Jax U. and bowing to 
Navy before whaling Georgia in the consolation round. 


When the official SEC bell sounded in January, however, Sloan 
had his troops on the ball. They rolled up an impressive home rec- 
ord, but shrewd skeptics exchanged knowing glances after Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Alabama administered successive defeats on 
the road. 


At that juncture Florida rebounded with a roar. Sloan’s troops 
moved into Auburn and shot down the Plainsmen, 78-60. Needless 
to say, that was one of the worst lickings Auburn has experienced 
since Joel Eaves converted the Plainsmen into a basketball power. 


Mississippi State arrived in Gainesville last Saturday eve- 
ning for a vital, crucial, all-important duel. The Maroons, sting- 
ing from the Kentucky reversal, were in a mean mood. But the 
Gators toughed it out and handed Babe McCarthy’s men their 
second setback. They had a normal letdown and a narrow escape 
in Monday night’s tussle with Ole Miss, but the Gators had it in 
the clutch and bailed out with an overtime triumph. 


Now, four games from the windup, Florida boasts an 8-3 confer- 
ence worksheet and an over-all mark of 13-9. If the Gators lose re- 
maining conference road duels against Vandy, Tech and Georgia, 
this will still be the most successful season in Gatorland since 1953. 


Aware that Babe McCarthy, Bob Polk and other citizens have 
rendered outstanding coaching jobs, Norman Sloan is our choice for 
SEC Coach of the Year by a unanimous ballot of one vote.
